THE OUTLOOK. 


Britain faces a serious time. 
Her economic outlook ix gloomy, 
and bound up with economues is 
the poor industrial outlook with 
‘attendant = evil--unemploy- 

ment. There is a great deal in 

the telexrams that we published 
yesterday which is disquieting. 

The events in Germany make it 

unlikely that the “Rubr and 

Reparations” problem can be 

settled within a reasonable period, 

ifat all. Despite what opponents 
of British policy have to tay, it 
is obvious that the -statements 
made by our Premier and For- 
eign Minister are correct—the 

Ruhr situation is directly affect- 

ing our trade and industry, and 

‘preventing an early solution of 

the grave problem of our army of 

unemployed. Sir Eric Geddes has 
just summarised some feature= 
of:the trede outlook. He points 
out thet the disintegration of 
Germany will be a commercial 
calamity. He referred to the 
need for greater inter-Empire 
trade co-operation. ‘Well, the 
disintegration of Germany seema 
imminent—certainly. possible be- 
fore the end of the winter—whilat 
the question of Imperial prefer- 
eee ‘is still “in -the air” and 
likely to meet with considerable 
* opposition “in certain quarters. 
We are afraid that British manu- 
facturers will have to accept aa 
‘inevitable the loss of many of 
their former markets. So much 
for the purely business side.

ment in. certain quarters, but it 
should at least clear the air, not 
only by giving others a plain 
hint as to -whst the Empire's 
‘foreign policy is likely to be, bat 
also by, pointing the way to such 
of our politicians’ as have been 
too nervous to take a firm stand 
for British principles. His plain- 
spoken criticism of French policy 
is not perhaps in accordance 
with all the dictates of . dis- 
plomacy, but it is far better than 
the half-hearted exprassions of 
disapproval which we have form- 
erly had, and which left room for 

as to their sincerity. 
General. Smuts, made one very 
important pronouncement, when 
he- declared that the . Imperial 
[Conference was discussing the 
holding of a gonference of the 
Governments of all the Powers 
in reparations, . as 
neither the Reparations Com- 
mission por the Council of. the 
League of Nations possessed 
‘sufficient authority to deal with 
the matter.” There are many big 
possibilities ahead. As he said, 
it might result in the parting of 
the ways. . 


Smalt-Pox: 


The prophesy. made some 
months ago by the Medical Officer 
of Health shat-Mongkong would 
have a serious @pidemic of small 
pox during the’coal season looks 
as though it might be fulfilled. 
During the present month, close 
on ninety cases have been noti- 
fied, several ending. fatally, and 
there are prospects of farther oc- 
currences when the temperature 
drops again. The mischief is 
that the poorer class Chinese do 
not look upon the disease with 
any alarm whatever, and there is 
a distinct danger of wholesale in- 
fection from, this source unless 
special mea-mres are taken to 
ward ecainst it. For that reason 
we are pleased to note that the 
Sanitary Board has expressed 
itself in no uncertain language’ 
on the necessity of a special pre- 
ventive campaign being carried 
out. It is now generally conced- 
ed. that vaccination is a sure 
method of stopping the ravages 
of this terrible disease, and we 
are hoping that the Chinese wha 
cannot afford to pay their own 
medical practitioner will take 
full advantage of the free 
facilities which are offered by 


[the Government in this regard. 


Europeans also should make a 
point of being re-vaccinated if 
they have not been inoculated in 
recent years. Vaccination is, ia 
fact, a duty which we owe to 
ourselves and to tae community 
generally. It would be the neight 
of folly to wait until the Colony 
isin the grip of a really serious 
outbreak. One result of the 
publicity given to the question 
should be a prompt decision by 
thundreds of people to go. to a 
vaccinator. Now is the time.. 


Premature. 


‘Tt is now quite clear thar Dr. 
Sun's troops have not succeeded 
in capturing Waichow city, upon 
the seizure of which they have 
been concentrating for many 
months. It was announced 
in Canton on the 19th instant, 
and said to have been confirmed 
by official roports, that the city 
had fallen, and the account of 


the “success” contained in the 
Cunton Duily Nes" stated that 
the enemy troops wero _ driven 
through the city from the south- 
ern to the ‘northern gates. Dr. 
Sun immediately on hearing the 
news sent a telegram to his 
troops “congratulating them for 
their valour and prowess.” The 
journal yamed went into bys- 
terics over the alleged tnumph 
and declared that the. East 
River campaign had entered on 
its last stages as a consequence 
ofthis victory. It now transpires 
that the city was not taken at 
all, and that 
accomplished was to make a 
breach in a portion of the wall. 
General Chan's troops are still in 
possession, and later reports state 
that the attackers have suffered 
very heavily in lorses. We are 
gettitig tired of hearing .of the 
likely fall of the city at: any 
moment. We ure. also sick of 
the whole operations in Kwang- 
tung. They:serve no useful pur- 
pose whatever, and we still hope 
that ‘the day is not fardistant 
when the futility of this senseles 
fighting will come home to.every- 
body concerned, =

.TWO MEMBERS OF CREW 
ON TRIAL. 

Two Chinese former members 
of the crew of the President. Me-~ 
Kinley came before the Chief 
Justice, at the Criminal Sessions, 
this morning, charged with: the 
unlawful possession of 43 Mauser 
pistols and 2,340 rounds of am- 
munition. 

Mr. A. Dyer Ball conducted the 
case for the crown and Mr, F. 
Jenkin (instructed by Mr. G. K. 
Hall Brutton) appeared for the 
defence. : . 

Mr. Dyer Ball explained that 
the two accused were formerly 
employed aboard the President 
AMckinley—the first as porterand 
the secand as cabin. steward. The 
ship berthed at Kowfoon at 5.45 
pm. on Sept. 23rd and Sergt. 


Snare went aboard to search pas-|- 


senger's baggage. About § o'clock 
the Sergeant, as a result of in- 
formation, went to examine 
eabin Iif. On his way he saw 
aman come out of cabin Il4 
into the alleyway. This man, 
who subsequently turned out to 


L. be the first prisoner, walked in the 


direction of Sergt. Snare, carry- 
ing a white bag which he held 
behind him. Accused turnedinto 
eabin 120, and the police officer, 
his suspicions aroused, followed. 

Accused’ was alone, in 
the cabin, holding the bag, 
Mr. Dyer Ball continued. Sergt. 
Snare'shut the door of the cabin, 
but as he was going to search the 
bag he heard the door open and, 
turning round, saw the second 
accused, holding a bag similiar 
to that of the first prisoner, stand- 
ing in the doorway. The second 
accused ‘tried to bolt, but the 
Sergeant seized him and dragged 
him into the cabin. Sergt. Snare 
sent a European member of the 
crew to call the ship’s officers 
and then, in their presence, he 
searched the two bags. In the 
first he found 2,000 rounds of 
Mauser ammunition. In the 
other he found 10 Mauser pistols. 

Proceeding to cabin 114, went 
on Mr. Dyer Ball, Sergt. Snare 
found that a portion of the 
skirting board had been re- 
moved, leaving a space which 
went under one of the baths in 
the Tbathroom adjoining. The 
Sergeant pur his hand in the aole 
and drew out 13 ‘Mauser pistols 
and 340 rounds of ammunition. 
Under two beds Sergt. Snare 
found two bags, each containing 
10 more pistols. ” 

There were no passengers in 
the cabin at the time, Mr. Dyer 
Ball explained; but there was 
passengers’ baggage. The ship 
was going on to Manila, and it 
looked as if the passengers in 
cabin 114 were going on with the 
ship. . 
 Sergt. Snare then gave evidence 
in support of Mr. Dyer Ball’s 
statement. 

Witness was cross-exarpined at 
some length by Mr. Jenkin, during 
the course of which counsel 
hinted that the defence was 
that accused, being employed 
aboard the ship, were only carry- 
ing passengers’ baggage from one 
cabin to another and did not 
know what the bags contained.

DEATH OF “iSHIL 
BLACK.”

There passed away in Tokyo 
the other day a character as]. 
unique as that of any of the 
Migrants from ‘the West wha 
have thrown in their lots with 
Japan, states the Jupun CAronicle. 
This was Honry James Black, 
known as Ishii Black. the eldest 
son of John R. Black, the author 
of “Young Japan” and tho founder 
of thé first newspaper published 
in Japan. Mang foreigners in 
the past have not only made 
Japan their adopted country-but 
have also absorbed Japanose 
ways of one, however, who so far 
cast aside his native influences 
and entered so thoroughly into! 
Japanese life as Ishii Black. 

Ishii Black was born in Eng- 
land and came to Japan with his 
parents when he was eight years 
old. Children at that age can 
pick upa foreign language with 
great facility, but it is recorded 
that he did not show any special 
fluency in using the- language at 
that time. The first residence in 
Japan lasted about saven years 
when his father left for Shanghai 
and. his mother went home to 
England with the children. But 
young Black did not find life st 
home to his taste and he soon-te-|
